The Sargoe.sa sea is a region in the At- 
lantic, about midway between southern 
Europe aad America, extending from 21 
to 88 de0k north Utttode and between 
88 and iS degs. west longitnde. It de- 
rived its name from a Portuguese word 
signifying a gmim, and was so called be- 
canse the seaweeds characteristic of the 
region bear on their branches small air 
cells, which in shape are not unlike the 
grape clusters. The weeds themselves 
are among the most peculiar of regetable 
productions, since they have no roots, 
nor any signs of fructification, and are 
propagati-il liv (livi.-^iuii. Tiipy float in 
the water, sometimes iu dense masses ex- 
tending for miles. 

This portion of the Atlantic is a great 
eddy, little affected by the cnxrsnts 
which surround it on every side, and the 
stillness of the water, it is supposed, has 
coiitribiiti'il to the development of the 
weeds in the vast quantities in which 
they are found. The floating masses 
were noticed by Coliunbus and his men, 
to whom they wers a sonroe of nneaai- 
nees, as the sailors supposed they indi- 
cated shallow water. Detached masses 
of the weed are often seen in the Qulf 
stream, and the long, yellow lines of 
floating weed are a sure indication of its 
close pnuciaiity>— St LooisOlobe-Demo-

of (lenuany. togfther with tlk? It-ading 
German generals, were p'r.--»nt. The 
services laatwl f(jrty-five niimitrs. 

The casket contiiiiiiiig the un at field 
marshal's remains w«a.s then carrieil witli 
mnch ceremony to the hearse, which 
•was drawn by six of the cmiK-ror's white 
horses. After jia.Nsing through the 
Htreet.^i, lined with troup.'i and packeil 
with siiectat^ors, the remains arrived at 
the Lehrte station at 1 o'clock in the 
afternoon, and were phu-ed upon a rail- 
road car, draped in black, which was 
t^«« la vraiting. 

At the hour for the st.irt of the pro- 
OMnlon the general st;ifT headcpiarterH 
was crowded with nobilities, including 
the kaiser, the King of <vixony, the ( Jrand 
Dukes of Baden, Weimar and Hesse, 
and the princiital members of the royal 
family. The generals of the German 
anny, and the oi!i(^rs' cor\)n and men 
prominent in the civil and military life 
of the nation, iMis.'^ed along in snccession, 
but the people looked in vain for the 
familiar form of Prince Bismark. 

He had telegraphed his regret! that 
his illness compelled him to remain 
' aUray. So, amidst lines of troops pre- 
■mting arms, crowds of people, many 
■tuding bareheaded, and saluted by the 
rdUing of mnfBed drams, the boom- 
ing of gnns, and the tolling of bells, the 
ilower-covered casket was borne to the 
train which was waiting to oonv^ it to 
the place of tmiiretentiaas interment at 
Greimn. 

Along the route of the procession to 
the rai&oad station the hearse was pre- 
ceded by Col. Gtosder, carry ing Count 
Von Moltke's field nuuvhal's baton, and 
by aU the officers of the general staif 
oanying the insignia and orders con- 
fened on Count Von Moltke during the 
oonrse of hU distinguished career. 

The casket was covered with large 
Bombers of floral wreaths sent from all 
parts of Germany and from many parts 
of Europe. 

TIth* AnotionMr Robbed. 

London, April A lively tithe 
riot is reported from Cardinal, Wales. 
An autioneer under the inotection of 
the chief constable was engaged in sell- 
ing farm produce for unpaid tithes when 
a crowd of assembled people determined 
to put an end to the sale. The^ were 
armed with eggs of a veteran vintage, 
and with these thev began bombarding 
tiie Mrtioiiesr and chief constable.
